Aldon Smith has made some 
bad decisions. In 2015, the NFL sus- 
pended the current Raider and former 
A9er for a calendar year for violating the 
league’s substance abuse policy. Smith 
has largely been an afterthought during 
that time, someone throwing away a 
promising career in a sport that will pre- 
maturely end your life. 

But now he’s back, and so is the 
court of public opinion. 

Smith is 26 years old, and a product 
of the digital age, which means he uses 
social media like nearly every other 
26 year old. But unlike most of his 
peers, he is automatically subject to 
more scrutiny of his actions because 
he’s a professional athlete. So when a 
video was posted on Smith’s Periscope 
account recently that may or may not 
show him smoking marijuana, the 
response was what you'd expect for 
a society that still largely believes in 
reefer madness.

Less common were headlines like 
this:

That last one was not written by a 
cannabis blog or marijuana advocate, 


District 9 
Candidates split 
over BART plans

Latina community leader 
Gladys Soto thinks nobody cares about 
where she lives, in a Mission Street corri- 

dor that snakes south of Cesar Chavez 
Street but not quite in the Outer Mission. 
“I want a real solution for the neigh- 
borhood,” Soto said. 
The tongue-shaped corridor, dubbed

but instead by CBS Sports. The report- 
er is a veteran sports writer, but he 
might as well be the voice of reason for 
an entire nation. 

Say what you will about Smith’s 
past troubles, which include three DUI 
arrests and a misdemeanor gun pos- 
session conviction. Those are serious 
charges, no doubt. Alcohol will kill 
you, guns will kill you. (So will playing 
in the NFL.) Marijuana, on the other 
hand, is one of the most misunder- 
stood drugs out there. It’s also main- 
streaming quite well right now, which 
is obviously lost on much of the sports 
writing world and certainly the NFL. 

We should all be applauding Smith, 
or at least be happy for him. 

The NFL maintains an archaic poli- 
cy on cannabis despite research — and 
advocacy from a host of doctors and 
former players — that shows how 
helpful it can be for people whose 
heads are bashed around for a living. 

A study out of Tel Aviv University 
released three whole years ago shows 
that cannabis has neuroprotective 
qualities, which means it can help pro- 
tect brain cells and preserve cognitive 
functions post-head injury. 

It’s important to note the study was 
done in another country, as the feds 
still classify cannabis as a Schedule 
I drug, meaning they don't see any 
medical value in it, thus hampering 
potential research in the U.S. But that 
doesn’t mean studies here don’t exist. 

Earlier this year, cannabis blog Leaf- 
ly reported on the potential benefits 
of CBD, the non-psychoactive canna- 


“La Lengua’ in recent years, is served by 
many Muni lines but is equally far from 
the 24th Street and Glen Park BART sta- 
tions. It’s the longest stretch in San Fran- 
cisco — a three-minute ride, while other 
stations are one or two minutes apart. 

“There's never really been a plan for 
this neighborhood,’ said District 9 su- 
pervisor candidate Joshua Arce during 
a news conference last week in the Safe- 
way parking lot near 30th and Mission 
streets. 

“What if that solution is just right 
here below our feet?” he asked. 

Arce plans to push for a new BART 
station near that intersection, where 
approximately 10,000 people board 
buses every day, according to San Fran- 


binoid found in the plant, in treating 
chronic traumatic encephalopathy, or 
CTE. That disease is directly linked to 
football players, since it derives from 
excessive head trauma. (The NEL tried 
to cover up that link.) 

“What we do know are that the 
symptoms of CTE include memory 
loss, depression, and aggression and 
that CBD is proven to benefit the 
endocannabinoid system, which regu- 
lates a variety of physiological process 
in the human body, including mood 
and memory,’ Ryan Kingsbury of CW 
Hemp, which makes cannabinoid ex- 
tractions for medicinal purposes, told 
Leafly. 

But the NFL would rather donate 
$100 million to concussion research- 
ers friendly to the league who are not 
studying cannabinoids, according to a 
February report by ESPN. 

The science is there, and as more 
and more states begin to legalize mar- 
ijuana — California is likely to do so 
in November — it might be wise 
for the NFL to reverse its policies 
on cannabis use. The league is 
set to get a new medical officer 
soon, and there’s speculation 
its drug policy could change. 

Maybe players won't be 
smoking blunts in the 

locker room before run- 

ning into brick walls on 

the playing field, but they 
could be granted leeway to 
use cannabis in one of its 
many derivations to make 
their lives slightly less painful. 


cisco Municipal Transportation Agency 
spokesperson Paul Rose. 

In 2003, the city published a study 
about a potential BART station at 30th 
and Mission, but didn’t pursue the idea. 
At the time, constructing the new sta- 
tion would have required ripping up a 
section of Mission Street and flattening 
the grade of the underground track — 
“none of which would be required today, 
bringing the cost way down,’ wrote Arce’s 
staff member Jacquelyn Omotalade in 
an email. 

BART Director Nick Josefowitz says 
today’s machines would enable crews to 
do all the drilling from underground. 

“We're sitting here today in a 
half-empty parking lot,” Josefowitz says.

“Instead, we could have the affordable 
housing that could help people stay in 
this neighborhood ... and that could be 
a catalyst for connecting this neighbor- 
hood, through BART, to our regional 
transportation network.” 
In a San Francisco Examiner op-ed 
in March, Josefowitz pushed for voters 
to approve a $3.5 billion BART bond 
measure on the November ballot. BART’s 
44-year-old infrastructure and 1960s 
computer system can barely handle 
today’s ridership of 450,000 trips a day, 
he wrote. Josefowitz was elected in 2014 
on a platform that included building new 
stations on the existing BART network. 
One of Arce’s three opponents in 
the supervisorial race is Hillary Ronen, 


a legislative aide to current District 9 
Supervisor David Campos, who disagrees 
that a new station is the best way to ex- 
pand BART. 

“First priority needs to be extending 
the safety of the system and that it’s reli- 
able,” Ronen says. “I would also like to see 
BART run 24 hours. I think it’s ridiculous 
... for workers who work at night.” 

The late-night closures are crucial for 
maintenance because the system was 
built with only one track, according to 
BART's website. 

A multi-city Bay Area Transit Core 
Capacity Study is underway to analyze 
possibly adding a second transbay tube 
for expanded BART hours and will con- 
clude in 2018. 
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Why were 30 North Koreans in San Francisco? 


North Korean defectors, dignitaries and scholars spoke at Full Gospel San Francisco 
English Ministry church in the Western Addition on July 20.

On the evening of July 20, about 
200 people packed inside Full Gospel San 
Francisco English Ministry church in the 
Western Addition to hear 30 North Ko- 
rean defectors share what a press release 
promised would be “stories of persecution, 
death, and escape from the gulag state.” 
The event was part of a five-day “San Fran- 
cisco North Korean Refugees Mission 
Conference” organized by the Hometown 
Mission Association for North Korea, 
based in Everett, Wash. 

It was a rare opportunity for Amer- 
icans to hear from defectors firsthand 
(the audience was mostly people of Ko- 
rean descent). Just 200 North Korean 
defectors are thought to be living in the 
United States, and what most Ameri- 
cans do know about their country is usu- 
ally limited to images from the media: 
parades of militaristic might, caricatures 
of dumpy leaders, and bizarre displays 
of fanatical worship by its people. 

Could this event help humanize 
North Koreans? 

As someone who has written about 
North Korea before, I can tell you any 
discussion around the country is usually 
rife with politics. (7 explain why later.) 
And this event was no different. 

Before the audience could hear from 
the defectors, they had to sit through 
five guest speakers. Standing in front 
of a giant glowing cross, a minister, two 
professors, a human rights activist, and 
the South Korean consulate general in 
San Francisco took turns hammering 
home their point: the North Korean 
regime must be toppled. 
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“North Korea is the single most 
oppressed country on the face of the 
Earth,” said Larry Diamond, a professor 
in political sociology at Stanford Univer- 
sity who did not mince words. “It is the 
last surviving totalitarian regime — a 
living dark testimony to the human 
capacity for the complete exploitation 
and total domination of other human 
beings. It is the last country to system- 
atically use concentration camps as a 
means of punishment and terror, to 
suppress its own people, all for the bene- 
fit of a megalomaniacal leader and small 
ruling elite.” 

The speeches went on for about an 
hour. When it was finally time for the 
defectors to speak, the audience was 
told their time would be limited because 
another event was taking place in the 
church immediately afterward. We were 
also warned not to take any photos of 
the defectors because some still have 
family members in North Korea who 
could be in jeopardy if the government 
finds out who they are. 

The first defector to take the stage 
was a petite, middle-aged woman with a 
short haircut and a fancy, sparkly yellow 
skirt suit. But her composed demeanor 
belied the horrors of her life experience. 
Speaking with the help of a translator, 
she described through tears witnessing 
mass starvation and dead bodies in the 
streets after the death of Kim II Sung, 
when food distribution halted. Her 
pregnant sister and husband were taken 
to a political prisoner’s camp, where the 
sister lost her baby and eventually died 
from her injuries suffered at the hands 
of police. Later, her brother was killed

by a train, and his children and widow 
all died of starvation. When she fled 
North Korea via the Tumen River, which 
borders China, she saw branches in the 
middle of the river wrapped with the 
hair of dead North Koreans. 

The next testimony was more like 
testifying. The defector began her 
speech with a “hallelujah” and then went 
on to explain how God had allowed her 
to escape North Korea. She told of how 
her mother died when she was 14. How 
her brother lost an arm in an accident. 
How her brother-in-law starved to 
death, and her sister died while trying 
to cross the Tumen River. One of her 
nephews died of illness. Her three nieces 
became victims of human trafficking in 
China. She herself tried escaping several 
times but was captured and beaten. 
Eventually, she made it to China, where 
she thought about killing herself, but 
then heard the voice of God and decided 
otherwise. (North Korean defectors who 
resettle in South Korea have a suicide 
rate about three times the national aver- 
age.) She also mentioned that God spoke 
through a donkey, that she saw a vision 
of God while meeting a missionary, and 
that she realized “the will of God” was 
to use Christians in North Korea “for 
the mission in this world.” (Religion is 
outlawed in North Korea.) 

After a short, third testimony from 
a young woman who lives in the United 
States, organizers brought all of the 
defectors on stage to stand before the 
audience and read something called 
the “North Korea Freedom Restoration 
Statement.” The audience was asked to 
stand as well, and, collectively, the orga- 
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Detectors 


nizers instructed them to emphatically 
repeat the punctuating verb of each 
demand while pumping their fists in the 
air. (This was all done in Korean.) Es- 
sentially, their demands were for North 
Korean defectors to gain safe harbor 

in the United States, China, and South 
Korea; for Kim Jong Un’s regime to be 
removed; and for the Korean peninsula 
to be unified under a liberal democratic 
government. 

Hoping for some context of the event 
and why it was happening in San Fran- 
cisco, I sat down with Rev. John S. Yoon, 
who founded the Hometown Mission 
Association for North Korea, which 
organized that event. He told me how 
he was helping defectors find food and 
housing in China, but he is now banned 
from the country. He’s traveling around 
the world with defectors, he says, to 
“raise awareness of the truth in North 
Korea.” Another defector told me they 
were spending their days sightseeing, 
praying, and sharing their stories. 

While the testimonies of the North 
Korean defectors were certainly moving 
— and, indeed, horrifying — there are 
some who say these testimonies should 
be taken with a certain degree of skep- 
ticism. 

Christine Ahn, a peace activist who 
has been arguing for a more contextual- 
ized view of North Korea and wants to 
avoid military intervention on the Ko- 
rean peninsula, pointed out that some 
North Korean defectors are paid for 
their testimonies in South Korea. 

“There have been North Korean de- 
fectors that have been given a platform 
and given big fancy PR packages,” she 
says when I interview her in Berkeley 
the following night. “And there has been 
financing, including from the U.S. gov- 
ernment through the North Korean Hu- 
man Rights Act, to North Korea defector 
organizations in South Korea that train 
and cultivate people that can speak crit- 
ically about the North Korean regime.” 
(Ahn also noted that one of the speakers 
at the event was from the Human Rights 
Foundation, which supported the right- 
wing military coup of Venezuelan presi- 
dent Hugo Chavez in 2002, according to 
the news site Truthout.) 

“While their claims may be legiti- 
mate, defector stories are often used in 
the service of US and ROK [South Ko- 
rean] government policies that seek to 
further isolate North Korea,” Ahn says. 
“T’'ve met defectors whose opinions vast- 
ly differ — they don't believe sanctions 
and isolation will improve conditions for 
their families still in North Korea.” 

This politicization of defector testi- 
monies can encourage North Koreans to 


exaggerate their stories, she notes. Ahn 
pointed to the case of Shin Dong-hyuk, 
a defector who The New York Times called 
“the poster boy for human rights atroci- 
ties in North Korea,” and who admitted 
last year that parts of his story were fab- 
ricated. Shin’s shocking tale of escaping 
a brutal prison camp was the subject of 
the 2012 book Escape from Camp 14 by 
former Washington Post reporter Blaine 
Harden, and helped serve as evidence 
for a 2014 United Nations commission 
of inquiry report on human rights atroc- 
ities in North Korea. 

But it turned out Shin had been in 
an entirely different (and less harsh) 
camp, and that he had lied about certain 
aspects of his torture. According to The 
Times, his story began to unravel after 
another defector recognized him. 

“T knew I could hide it no longer, but 
I dithered because friends feared the 
damage my coming out might do to the 
movement for North Korean human 
rights,” Shin told Times reporter Choe 
Sang-Hun. Another defector said he 
believed Shin’s revised story was still 
a lie. Ironically, this politicization of 
defector testimony ultimately results 
in diminishing the reality of defectors’ 
experiences. 

While it is notoriously difficult to 
verify defector testimonies, Ahn says 
misinformation is also the result of “a 
combination of lazy journalism ... of 
what sells, what is scintillating, contro- 
versial.” 

But pointing out such facts is often 
viewed as a tacit endorsement of the 
repressive North Korean regime. For 
wanting to give voice to North Koreans, 
she has been accused of supporting the 
dictatorship. Last May, Ahn led a march 
of women activists — including Gloria 
Steinem — across the DMZ as a call 
to officially end the Korean War. As a 
result, she was red-baited and even ac- 
cused of being an agent of Kim Jong Un. 

John Cha, an Oakland author who 
has written about defectors and North 
Korea, says the defectors are the ones 
who get caught in the middle of all the 
politicking. 

“They don’t want be used as political 
tools, they just want to move ahead,” 
he says. “They have personal goals 
and dreams, that’s why they defected. 
They’re just like everybody else.” 

Indeed they are. The defectors at the 
event said the main reason they'd fled 
North Korea was to eat.

High Summer 


Summer is a fabulous time to 
drink your cannabis. 

Doing sporty things in the sun can 
bring up a strong thirst, and outdoor 
vacation activities — like purchasing 
an $18 inflatable raft called “The Ga- 
tor” for a self-guided drift down the 
not-too-frigid Truckee River — can 
generate as much stress as they’re 
meant to relieve. (To say nothing 
of a dusty roadside hike back to the 
car while schlepping The Gator sets 
up your bare tootsies for a painful 
journey laden with rocks and hot 
pavement.) 

Still, an adult lemonade or a can- 
nabis beverage can be a refreshing 
twist on that medical or recreational 
routine. Cannabis bees are a growing 
category for patients and consumers 
since they’re the equivalent of an 
Izze soda, but with added effects that 
require some getting used to. First, 
for newbies who usually stick to edi- 
bles, dabbing, vaping, and smoking, 
keep in mind that slowly drinking 
small sips of cannabis quenchers is a 
wise first step. (You may flash back to 
pleasant times when lemonade was 
served — and yes, guzzling Crystal 
Light pink lemonade while mom 
sunned herself while gardening in the 
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1980s counts in this realm.) Second, 
the sweeteners may not fully mask 
that telltale, lightly herby aftertaste, 
so keep some breath mints handy if 
you'll be getting up close and person- 
al with others after consuming them. 
The Cannabis Quencher line offers 
traditional flavors like lemonade, 
strawberry lemonade, cherry, mango, 
and grape, all made by The Venice 
Cooking Company of Los Angeles. 
Nursing one of these single serve 
drinks over ice — which seems to up 
the citrus kick and sweet fruit fla- 
vors — is a solid way to get 100mg of 
THC into your body. Via the company 
site, the mango flavor uses terpene 
myrcene, “which has been shown to 


enhance the euphoric effects of THC.” 


Expect to feel the relaxing effects 
with gradual sipping after 20 to 45 
minutes, depending on the drink- 
er, and only sample 
one-quarter of the bot- 
tle to see how you're 
feeling before going 
back for more. (Just 
store the drink for later 
use in the fridge.) This 
drink may be cloudy be- 
fore serving, and defi- 
nitely in need of a good | 
shake before pouring. 
Experimental types 
may be drawn to the 





“40 + 40” mango quencher in this line 
with a one-to-one ratio of 40mg CBD 
to 40mg THC. Cannabis Quencher 
200 bottles go higher on the dosage 
level, with 200mg THC in flavors like 
passion fruit, which rightly smells 
and tastes fruity and lightly tart. For 
flavors, the 200 line has an old-fash- 
ioned lemonade, an on-trend blend 
of pomegranate, blueberry, and acai, 
as well as a purple-red hibiscus flavor 
that would not be out of place paired 
with a burrito from your favorite 
taqueria. Bay Area Indian summers 
means these drinks can probably 

be enjoyed through October, if past 
weather is any indication. 


No Label Weed Wine 

California is the only state where medi- 
cal marijuana users can order online a 
product that is signed by the ce- 
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leb-singer-slash-famous-lesbian Melissa 
Etheridge: a “private reserve” blend us- 
ing organic Cabernet Sauvignon, Syrah, 
Viognier, Chardonnay, and Grenache 
grapes infused with hybrid strains of 
cannabis. Bottles of “weed wine” for in- 
the-know winemakers and their pals 
have reportedly been made by Men- 
docino and Humboldt County winemak- 
ers for personal consumption since the 
early 1980s. They used dried and 
ground-by-hand marijuana during the 
wine's cask-fermentation phase. Ether- 
idge first became interested in learning 
about cannabis while undergoing che- 
motherapy for breast cancer, and has 
been up front that the spendy product 
($16 to $20 an ounce) is worthwhile for 
patients. Recommended dosage starts at 
2 to 3 ounces, and remember: This is not 
your usual bottle of vino. 
“No Label” wine — 
alternatively known 
as “Know Label” — 
launched in 2014 and is, 
for now, only available 
on the Greenway San- 
ta Cruz website. That 
dispensary, founded in 
2005, pulled off the rare 
feat of having support 
from both state and 
city authorities. Green- 
way’s Lisa Molyneux, 
who is also a farmer, 
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makes the wine via cold extraction. 
Producing cannabis-infused wine for 
consumers is a first for the U.S., but 
San Francisco’s Merry Jane Wines 
lays claim to “the worlds first Can- 
nabis Table Wine,” although it’s only 
available to members of the Fog City 
Collective. 

Each No Label bottle lacks a label 
and is signed by the Grammy-win- 
ning singer-songwriter. The practice 
may be a catchy (if cheesy) marketing 
tool, but it doesn’t seem to fit with 
California law. The regulations for 
products containing medicinal mar- 
ijuana — like the aforementioned 
lemonades and quenchers — man- 
date phrases like “for medical use,” 
“this product may impair the ability 
to drive or operate machinery. Please 
use extreme caution, and “Keep out 
of reach of children and animals,” all 
in bold print. 

Beer fans will note with frothy 
interest that Molyneux also says she’s 
experimenting with a cannabis-beer 
product line that may include an IPA, 
Kolsch, and beyond. If it doesn’t hit 
the markets until well after the sum- 
mer ends, at least we know the other 
three seasons are just as good for 
drinking cannabis, too.

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With Is the ls Are, DIIV frontman Zachary Cole Smith finally sees the light at the 


end of the tunnel.

Ever since Zachary Cole Smith 


catapulted onto the music scene in 


2011 with his five-piece, guitar-driven 
rock band DIIV, he’s been in the public 


eye. But not for his music. 
“It just kind of got glossed over,” 


the 31-year-old says. “There was this 


weird thirst for info.” 
And for good reason. Though 


DIIV’s 2012 debut album Oshin made 
it on a number of year-end lists, the 
media was more interested in Smith’s 


girlfriend at the time, Sky Ferreira, 


and in his sordid, drug-riddled past. 
As a teenager, Smith was expelled 
from multiple high schools, ultimate- 


ly attending six institutions in five 


years. And after his freshman year at 
Hampton College in Massachusetts, 


he was expelled again. He spent his 
20s living in New York, serving as 
guitarist for anumber of bands — 
Beach Fossils, Soft Black, and Dar- 
win Deez — all the while battling a 


heroin addiction. After forming DIIV 


in 2011, he began dating Ferreira, 


but it was in 2013 that shit really hit 


the fan. 

First, Smith canceled the band’s 
European tour, then he sacked his 
manager. The band then traveled to 
San Francisco to hash out material 
for their second album with help 
from Chet “JR” White, the former 
bassist for Girls. But that was a fail- 
ure, too. 

“We ended up going into the TL 
and scoring drugs and then just go- 
ing to the studio and falling asleep 
on the couch,” Smith says. “It was 
not good. Being there was horrible 
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for my psyche, and I really did not 
do well.” 

The biggest blow came on Sept. 13 
when Smith and Ferreira were driv- 
ing an unlicensed van to a DIIV show 
in upstate New York. The couple was 
pulled over, and police found heroin 
and ecstasy in the van. Smith, who 
was also driving without a license, 
was charged with two counts of 
criminal possession of a controlled 
substance, one count of possession 
of stolen property, and one count of 
aggravated unlicensed driving. 

“It sucked,” says Smith, who was 
ordered to attend rehab. “It was a big 
fucking mess.” 

But like any good artist, Smith 
used the trials and tribulations of 
the last few years as fodder for his 
second album, 2016’s Is the Is Are. 
Whereas Oshin had muffled, hardly 
intelligible lyrics, Smith’s vocals in Is 
the Is Are are more upfront, and the 
autobiographical references — to his 
arrest, his history of addiction, his 
relationship with Ferreira, and his 
struggle to get clean — are easier to 
grasp. He also included lyric sheets in 
the album because he “really wanted 
people to know what (he) was say- 
ing.” 

Smith penned the album’s first 
single, “Dopamine,” in January 2014, 
shortly after his release from rehab. 
The harmonic, multilayered song 
is a candid recounting of the with- 
drawal effects Smith experienced. 

In between soaring guitar chords, 
Smith evokes an image of an addict 
suffering from those symptoms, with 
lyrics about intense sweating (“I’m 
soaking”), noise sensitivity (“ear- 


drums shaking”), and cravings for 
drugs (“Fixing now to mix the white 
and brown”). “Bent (Roi’s Song)” 

is a third-person narrative about 
watching someone succumb to an 
addiction, and “Waste of Breath,” as 
the track’s title suggests, decries the 
futility of trying to convince some- 
one to let go of a bad habit. 

But there is redemption in the 
album. “Under The Sun,” which 
Smith claimed on Tumblr is a love 
song, could easily be mistaken for a 
paean about getting clean, and “Take 
Your Time” is peppered with words 
of encouragement and motivation. 
“Last time I walked down this street 
/ T walked down this street / I wanted 
to die / Die,” Smith mutters in the 
album’s most evocative tune, “Is the 
Is Are.” “Now I’m fighting / I feel like 
I’m fighting / I feel like I’m / Fighting 
for my life.” 

The fact that Smith is willing to 
return to San Francisco to perform 
on Sunday at Outside Lands is also 
an indicator of both his and his 
band’s growth and recovery. (In 
2015, DITV drummer Colby Hewitt 
left the band to get help for a drug 
addiction.) Sure, Smith might not 
love it up here — “In reality, it’s my 
broken dream,” he says — but he’s 
coming back for the sake of the mu- 
sic and his fans. 

And besides, he says, it might 
“even be cool.”

These UK rockers are looking forward to taking a 


much-needed break.

“Sometimes it can be quite 
a shock when he decides to dive in,” 
says Foals bassist Walter Gervers of 
lead singer Yannis Philippakis. 

It’s right before the band 
performs on the main stage at 
Panorama Festival in New York in 
mid-July. “He gets covered in bruis- 
es sometimes, Gervers continues. 
“He did his shin in quite badly on a 
barrier once, but no broken bones. 
He messed his foot up a couple of 
times, just bits and pieces. I think 
he might have broken a girl’s arm 
once, but that could have been the 
crowd rather than just him.” 

The Oxford, England quintet 
has quite the live reputation, which 
more often than not includes Philip- 
pakis stage-diving off of balconies. 
At Coachella in 2011, he leapt off 
10-foot-high speakers and — 
there’s video proof — landed right 
in front of me. Fortunately, the 
crowd caught him, but my handheld 
camera didn’t fare as well — I lost it 
in the ensuing moshpit. 

“In the past, he would get 
dropped a lot more,” Gervers says. 
“There wouldn't be a crowd there for 
a start.” 

Fast-forward to 2016 and Foals, 
which formed in 2005, now attracts 
massive crowds that are more 
than willing to catch Philippakis’ 
5-foot-7 frame. They’ve already 
headlined U.K. festivals like Reading 
and Leeds, and now they’re finally 
getting the attention they deserve 
in the U.S. This year, they’ve al- 
ready performed at Coachella and 
Glastonbury — where they were 
second to last on at the Pyramid 
Stage — and they'll be playing at 
Outside Lands on Friday, too. 

Unfortunately, this could be your 


last chance to see Foals for a while. 
For the first time in the band’s 
career, there’s a finish line in sight: 
early December. Over the course of 
the last eight years, the indie rock 
band has put out four records, but 
its members never took the time to 
relax between releases. 


“T think we’re starting to wear 


ourselves out a bit,” Bevan says, 
adding that the band only plans 

to take about a six-month break. 
“When we were younger, all of 

our friends were at university and 
fucking around. Ten years on, a lot 
of our friends have families and are 
married and we haven't had time to 
stop and do grown-up stuff. It’ll be 
quite nice to have a slightly normal 
life for a little while before we go 
back into it again.” 


Catch Foals live, though, and 


you'd never guess that they’re start- 
ing to feel the exhaustion of playing 
close to 150 shows in the past 12 
months. Philippakis is as animated 
as ever, screaming and twirling in 
circles on almost each song, while 
Bevan stands on his drum kit urging 
the crowd to go mental. 


But for such a hardworking band, 


this break is wholly deserved. “We 
love touring,’ Bevan says. “When 
you start a touring cycle, the tank is 
all the way full, but it does feel like 
the petrol light has switched itself 
on and we need a break. The older 
we get, the hangovers are more bru- 
tal. It’s not like it used to be when 
you'd bounce up the next day. When 
you hit 30 is when it gets really bad.”

The master of crafting poignant jams that won't bring you to tears.

Sufjan Stevens may not be an 
angel, but he knows how to channel the 
celestial. 

You'll hear it in his lo-fi folk-rock 
2000 debut, A Sun Came; in Enjoy Your 
Rabbit, his 14-track electronic reimag- 
ining of the Chinese zodiac; and in 
the lush orchestral majesty of his two 
state-inspired albums, Michigan and 
Illinois. Never one to shy away from 
exploring new sounds, the 41-year-old 
Stevens imbues his music with a fragile 
poignancy, mainly with an immaculate 
voice that unites even his most eclectic 
compositions. 

Best known for “Chicago” — a sin- 
gle off 2005’s Illinois that was featured 
in the Oscar-nominated film Little 
Miss Sunshine — Stevens is an artist 
unafraid to release 20-minute songs 
or a mixed-medium exploration of the 
Brooklyn-Queens Expressway. Stevens 
doesn’t push the boundaries of music 
simply to push them, but rather, it 
seems, because his ideas are simply 
that grand and formless. 

When Michigan dropped in 2003, 
Stevens told various media outlets 
that it would be the first of 50 albums 
in a project that would encompass ev- 
ery state in the U.S. The project might 
never come to fruition — to date, Ste- 
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vens has only made two state albums 
— and even he admits the declaration 
was something of a publicity stunt. 
But so what? It’s the thought that 
counts — and the effort that he’s 
already put into the project. In Mich- 
igan, Stevens combines the frenzied 
sounds of glockenspiels, oboes, and 
banjos into 15 tracks that simultane- 
ously capture the spirit of the place 
while also working perfectly out of 
context as standalone tracks. Illinois, 
which features subjects as varied as 
UFOs and serial killer John Wayne 
Gacy, spawned a number of Steven’s 
most well-loved tracks — like “Come 
On! Feel the Illinoise!” and “Chicago” 
— and continued his lush and varied 
experimentations with orchestral in- 
struments and bosom storytelling. 
Not to be forgotten are Stevens’ 
Christmas albums, comprised of sever- 
al limited-run EPs that together total 
100 songs. Some were re-imagined 
classics, while others were original 
compositions. Silly and joyous num- 
bers like “Come On! Let’s Boogey to 
the Elf Dance!” contrast with somber 
reflections of the holiday season like 
“Sister Winter” and “Christmas in 
the Room.” Through standard carols 
and inventive derivations, Stevens 
managed to find an immense range of 
emotions for a day often written off as

Though the sun may shine 
intermittently during the day at Out- 
side Lands, by the evening, the fog 
drifts into Golden Gate Park and the 
wind kicks up, casting a mystical glow 
over the event. It may be less than 
ideal for attendees unaccustomed to 
the cold, but it’s a perfect setting for 
some bands, particularly Baltimore 
dream-pop impresarios Beach House. 
“We've played our fair share of 
festivals in the blaring sunshine or 
at the noon time slot, and I don’t 
think that’s the maximum scenario 
to watch us perform,” says keyboard- 
ist, vocalist, and co-founder Victoria 
Legrand. “We prefer the sunset or 
the nighttime slot. And if the fog 


corporate and one-dimensional. 

But it was something much simpler 
that spawned Carrie & Lowell, one 
of his most critically revered albums 
to date. In a review for Pitchfork, 
Brandon Stosuy called it “his best,” 
while Metacritic lists it as the second 
most-highly rated album of 2015, 
behind Kendrick Lamar’s To Pimp a 
Butterfly. 

Named for his mother and stepfa- 
ther, the sparse and startlingly per- 
sonal Carrie & Lowell is a meditation 
on Carrie’s passing and a deviation 
from the opulent electronic sound that 
comprised his previous record, 2010's 
The Age of Adz. Songs like “Death with 
Dignity,” “All of Me Wants All of You,” 
and “No Shade in the Shadow of the 
Cross” are steeped in quiet elegance. 
Like the aural equivalent of a Super 8 
home movie, Stevens traces his child- 
hood and the recent pain of losing his 
mother. 

Before you worry that seeing Ste- 
vens live is a weepy, morose affair, 
know this: There will be costumes, 
and confetti isn’t off the table either. 
Though Stevens performs his songs 
with the reverence they deserve, his 
stage persona is much sillier. You 
could say he’s just as eager to share 
anecdotes of his recent trip to the 
thrift store as he is to bring the crowd 


rolls in, well, that’s just additional 
nature magic.” 

Fortunately, Beach House was 
allotted a 7:50 p.m. set on Friday eve- 
ning and they’re the last performance 
of the night for the Sutro stage. While 
the band’s woozy musical style cer- 
tainly played a role in helping them 
land this coveted slot, their preemi- 
nence as a 12-year-old indie-pop out- 
fit with six albums and new records 
released every two years probably 
didn’t hurt, either. 

Since issuing its self-titled debut 
album in 2006, the duo has made 
a name for themsevles by combin- 
ing haunting keys and shimmering 
chords to create hazy, symphonic 
melodies that are as rich as they are 
dense. They’ve also been remarkably 
consistent. Pitchfork has bestowed its 
coveted “Best New Music” stamp on 
four of their LPs, and the publication 
has given every one of their albums 
an 8.0 rating or higher. 

While retaining the band’s musical 
foundations, each Beach House album 
has a distinct element, whether it’s 
the ominous, lo-fi underpinnings of 
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to tears. He also dons angel wings at 
many of his performances, a fashion 
move that could be viewed as gran- 
diose, but in reality is just a guy with 
a guitar who thinks it’s fun to wear 
wings while he plays. 

In early July, a commenter on Red- 
dit shared that he found an unreleased 
Stevens album in a dumpster outside 
of the office of Stevens’ record label, 
Asthmatic Kitty in Brooklyn, and re- 
leased it on the internet. Titled Stalker, 
the liner notes reveal it was recorded 
in 1998, meaning it precedes Stevens’ 
official debut by two years. The user — 
later identified as Dallas actor and mu- 
sician Marc Rebillet — told Stereogum 
that he found the album around 2014. 

For many, a new Stevens record 
— or, more accurately, a new old re- 
cord — is cause for celebration. Unlike 
many acts today, one never knows if 
Stevens will release more music, or 
worse, unexpectedly announce his 
retirement from the industry. He is an 
artist beholden to no conventions, and 
to get 14 new tracks of his work out of 
the blue is, to borrow one of his song 
titles, Christmas in July. 

But it’s likely Stevens never in- 
tended for those songs to be heard, 
as evidenced by a comment on Reddit 
from John Beeler, a rep for Asthmat- 
ic Kitty. “I would rather you not 


their self-titled debut, the soaring, 
cathartic ballads of their third full- 
length, Teen Dream, or the more ru- 
minative, stripped-down feel of their 
latest release, Thank Your Lucky Stars. 
Listening to the group is akin to wait- 
ing out a storm inside your candlelit 
home — there is something mildly 
disarming, yet comforting about the 
sonic template it has mastered. 

Legrand, 35, met multi-instru- 
mentalist Alex Scally in Baltimore 
in 2004 after she graduated from 
college. Though she was going to work 
on a separate musical project with an- 
other friend, she instead joined forces 
with Scally after noticing their instant 
songwriting chemistry. 

“The core of this band is about 
our musical relationship,” she says. 
“We've had different touring bands 
over the years, but Beach House will 
always be just me and Alex.” 

Because they write music strictly 
as a pair, the band has limitations, 
but those strictures can also be free- 
ing, Legrand says. Working almost ex- 
clusively with keyboards, guitar, and 
bass, Legrand and Scally must explore 


share someone's music without their 
permission; Sufjan or anyone else’s,” 
he wrote. “If it was in the trash, there 
was a reason.” 

Why he never released it, we do not 
yet know. But its placement in the gar- 
bage can indicates it wasn’t meant for 
public consumption. Still, Stalker is out 
there for those who seek it. 

In the end, one man’s trash may be 
many others’ pleasure.

Big Grams might not sound 

familiar, but surely the names of the individual 
artists who make up the eclectic hip-hop trio 
do. Consisting of rapper Big Boi (André 3000's 
other half in OutKast) and Josh Carter and 
Sarah Barthel of the electronic rock duo Phan- 
togram, Big Grams — does the name make 
sense now? — combines Carter’s spacey, inven- 
tive productions with Barthel’s crystalline vo- 
cals and Big Boi's laidback Southern drawl. 

You could say the band is an experiment 
in opposites, a merging of disparate genres 
and musical styles into one coherent sound, 
but that’s only part of its appeal. Collabo- 
rative acts made up of artists from other 
bands are, in fact, de rigueur at the moment. 
There’s the duo Banks and Steelz, consisting 
of rapper RZA from Wu-Tang Clan and In- 
terpol leadman Paul Banks; El Vy, the side 
project of singer Matt Berninger of The Na- 
tional and Brent Knopf of Menomena; and 
Broken Bells, the indie rock duo made up of 
The Shins vocalist James Mercer and Gnarles 
Barkley producer Danger Mouse. 

But what differentiates Big Grams from 
these other acts is its ethos. The point of the 
band is not to make money or churn out al- 
bums, but rather to have fun. 

“We have good times, man,” Big Boi tells 
SF Weekly. “This was organically created. We 
were just kind of hanging out as strangers 
from two different places, but when we got 
in the same room together, we just couldn’t 
stop laughing and cracking jokes and all 
kinds of shit. We had a natural chemistry.” 

The harmony between each member’s 
zodiac sign also plays a role, or so says Big 
Boi. “Sarah and Josh are Aquariuses and 
Geminis, just like me and André 3000 were. 
So you end up having two Aquariuses and a 
Gemini in a room together, and there’s a lot 
of positive results.” 

Big Boi first learned of Phantogram 
through a pop-up ad on his computer that 
showed up while he was watching “big booty 
Latinas on U Porn or Porn Hub” in 2010. 
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He used Shazam to find out the name of the 
song — “Mouthful of Diamonds” — and 
then posted it on his website as the “Jam of 
the Week.” Barthel saw the post and reached 
out to Big Boi, who was working on his sec- 
ond solo album, Vicious Lies and Dangerous 
Rumors. Big Boi already had a number of 
non-hip-hop artists as guests on the al- 
bum — Little Dragon, Wavves, and Sleepy 
Brown — and Phantogram was soon added. 
But instead of showing up on one song, like 
the other artists, Phantogram appeared on 
three. 

The idea to form an offshoot band and re- 
lease an album came about shortly thereafter 
while the three artists were hanging out at 
Stankonia Studios in Atlanta, “just chilling 
and smoking or whatever in the back lounge 
area,’ Carter says. Due to each of their tour- 
ing and album schedules, a number of years 
passed before they were able to get in the 
studio and seriously work on their self-titled 
debut, but in September 2015 it finally saw 
the light of day. 

Because their goal was to “make music 
where there are no boundaries,” each mem- 
ber was encouraged to take chances and try 
new things in the seven-track EP, especially 
Barthel, who, for her first time ever, tried 
rapping. 

“T obviously never thought about doing 
it for Phantogram, but it was fucking awe- 
some, Barthel says. “And I think that’s the 
coolest part of this record and Big Grams: It 
opens up opportunities to not think too hard 
and just have fun.” 

On Saturday, Big Grams performs at the 
Lands End stage at Outside Lands, marking 
a pivotal moment for the trio because that’s 
where they first met in 2011. 

“It’s like a snake eating it’s own tail,” Car- 
ter says. “We're coming full circle.” 

“It’s meant to be,” Big Boi adds.

Whitney 


These Chicago indie-rockers are finding that it pays to be sincere.

For the last six months, the seven mem- 
bers of the Chicago band Whitney have been home- 
less — sort of. 

Though they’ve been living out of suitcases 
and backpacks, they haven't necessarily been 
sleeping on the streets. Instead, they’ve been 
touring — first across Europe, then through 
North America — staying in hotels, at fans’ 
houses, and, occasionally, in a 10-person tent, if 
they happen to be near a national park. 

“We've pretty much given up our entire 
settled lives to go on the road and support this 
dream,” says guitarist Max Kakacek. 

The only constant in their lives has been their 
van: a powder blue 15-passenger 1997 Dodge 
Ram with “Grace Baptist Church” emblazoned on 
its sides. The septet bought the clunker in Feb- 
ruary from a church in “the middle of Indiana” 
that they found through Craigslist. In the seven 
months they’ve had it, they’ve racked up more 
than 30,000 miles thanks to their relentless 
gigging. (Case in point: Their upcoming perfor- 
mance at Outside Lands on Friday will mark the 
band’s second visit to San Francisco in less than 
four months.) 

Though its AC is busted, there are perks 
to driving a former church van, Kakacek says. 
Thinking they’re a religious group, hotels will 
sometimes give them discounts, and occasional- 
ly, when the car is parked, people will drop dona- 
tions through the open windows. 

“It’s really weird,” Kakacek says. “I feel like 
[society] commiserates more with religious peo- 
ple.” 

In fact, the only time they had a problem with 
the van was when they were crossing the bor- 
der into Canada. Border patrol simply couldn't 
fathom why a band would be driving a van from 
a religious organization and proceeded to “grill” 
the 20-somethings for a solid 10 minutes before 
letting them enter the country. 

Formed in 2015, the majority of Whitney’s 
seven members, including singer and drummer 
Julien Ehrlich, hail from Smith Westerns, a band 
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from Chicago that broke up in December 2014. 
For seven years, Kakacek and Ehrlich were in 
Smith Westerns, which disbanded for a number 
of reasons, including the mundane fact that it 
was simply time. 

“By the time we were 21,” says Kakacek, who 
joined the band as a teenager, “our personalities 
were completely different. We liked different mu- 
sic, we wanted to make different things.” 

And with Whitney, Kakacek and Ehrlich are 
doing just that. Sure, publications might catego- 
rize both bands as “indie rock,” but the two acts 
sound nothing alike. Overlaid with Ehrlich’s sac- 
charine falsetto — similar to the Bee Gees’ Robin 
Gibb and Bon Iver — Whitney, which released 
its debut Light Upon The Lake in June, makes 
pastoral, mid-tempo ballads filled with harmonic 
guitar chords and a touch of whimsy. There’s 
something genuine and naive about the album, 
and you can hear it in Ehrlich’s voice in “Golden 
Days” when he coos about still being in love with 
his ex, or muses in the standout, drum-less hit 
“No Woman” about the perks of being single 
after a breakup. 

The sincerity of Whitney, Kakacek believes, 
stems from the simple fact that the guys have 
matured. Though they’re still young — “every- 
one is between the ages of 23 and 25,” he says 
— they’re past the ages of drinking to oblivion 
in an attempt “to absorb all this culture that you 
felt left out of for 21 years,” Kakacek says. “By 
the time you're 25, it’s like, “Yeah, I get it.’ It’s 
not as exciting. There are other things that mat- 
ter in life more.” 

Perhaps the biggest secret behind Whitney is 
that there is no secret. They’re not trying to be 
cool or follow whatever is trendy in the music 
world. They’re simply making music that feels 
and sounds right to them, and living a vagabond 
life in the meantime.

Tyrone Lindqvist described 
playing Coachella as a “giant life goal” 
and “everything we could hope for,” 
but when it came time to go forth and 
conquer, he froze a little. 

“When we walked out on the 
stage, maybe Ice Cube was playing at 
the same time,’ the vocalist-guitarist 
for Rufiis du Sol says. “We were like, 
‘Oh shit, he’s bringing out Kendrick 
Lamar and Dr, Dre, Oh, no! ~ 

Well, I saw Rtftis du Sol — or 
Ruftis, as the electronic dance trio 
are known in their native Australia 
— play that set, and I was standing 
among a crowd that didn’t care what 
celeb cameo they might be missing. 
Rare is the low-energy dance act, 
but that level of feverish excitement 
was significant — especially for a 
band that’s yet to make it truly big in 
America. 

“T don’t even think a lot of that 
crowd knew a lot of songs of ours,” 
Lindqvist admits. “They were just 
there by chance. Maybe theyd heard 
one song or two, or a friend had told 
them to go. But for whatever reason 
the vibe in that tent was so good. 
Everybody was smiling, like ‘Wooh!’ 
That was so infectious.” 

Having released its third album, 
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Bloom, last summer, Ruftis has 
toured the festival circuit, hitting 
Electric Forest and playing a set with 
Odessa at Red Rocks, and Lindqvist 
seems particularly excited to spend 
some time in California. (Although 
it’s mid-winter in the Southern Hemi- 
sphere, I couldn't help but remind 
him to bring a jacket to Golden Gate 
Park. It might come off as a pater- 
nal-sounding admonition, but appar- 
ently I was the first to inform him 

of what to expect at Outside Lands.) 
Shortly after the festival, they'll head 
to Burning Man for the first time, 
where Lindqvist said he'd do anything 
— “cook sausages, DJ, I don’t care. 
Just get us there” — for a ticket. 

For people who like to expose 
themselves to as much of a band as 
possible prior to seeing them live, 
the best entry point to Riftis might 
be “Innerbloom,” the nine-and-a- 
half-minute closing track from Bloom 
that bobs and weaves through two 
discrete sonic climaxes without that 
forced quiet-phase-before-the-bass- 
drop that plagues so much EDM. It 
balances a party vibe against a hang- 
ing-around-on-Sunday-afternoon- 
drinking-beer feel — as Lindqvist 
puts it — but it was also the product 
of a day of messing around in the 
studio. 
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“We'd written most of the al- 
bum, so that we were happy with 
it already,” he says. “We were kind 
of tweaking bits of a lot of songs, 
making subtle changes. Once you do 
that for a week, it’s not as exciting 
to come to work. So that day we 
were like, ‘Fuck it, let’s just have fun 
today.’ “ 

The band wrote the chord pro- 
gression, realized what they had on 
their hands, and — although “Inner- 
bloom” has no official video — sub- 
jected it to their own internal test. 

“We have a habit of whenever 
we write a song, we like to put on a 
YouTube video, [like] space footage 
or slo-mo videos or National Geo- 
graphic,’ Lindqvist says. “You put 
those visuals on, and it becomes like 
a natural film clip. It makes you hear 
the song in a really different light, 
it’s really stupid but it really does. We 
put space footage onto “Innerbloom,” 
and the first three minutes — it’s like 
it was made for it, the whole prep, 
the buildup. It changed the song for 
me.

Asaband with near-100 percent 
name recognition — but which very 
few Outside Lands attendees have 
likely ever seen live — Duran Duran is 
in a unusual position. 

Sacrificing a two-hour perfor- 
mance and “your own production” is 
difficult for Simon Le Bon, the band’s 
singer-songwriter, but “the positive 
side of festivals is that you get to 
play to people who wouldn’t normal- 
ly come and see Duran Duran.” 

Their 80-minute set on the 
Lands End stage Friday night stacks 
them against Grimes and Nathaniel 
Rateliff & The Night Sweats on other 
stages, but it also presents a thorny 
problem for lots of OSL wrist- 
band-holders: See a contemporary 
artist you love dearly, or skip them 
for an act you might not have the op- 
portunity to see again? Le Bon prom- 
ises to do his best to woo you with a 
mix of classics and new material. 

“We tend to work on the premise 
of two old to one new, so that’s about 
right,” he says. “That’s what keeps 
the fans happy, and you've got to 
keep your fans happy. We're pleased 
that our songs aren’t long — well 
Paper Gods’ title track is quite epic, 
really — but it’s a nice one to throw 
in there, reach into people’s hearts 
and minds.” 

That song, a seven-minute ram- 
page of contrapuntal synths and 
melodies, comes from Duran Duran’s 
14th studio album, released last 
year. Although the ’90s saw the band 
plummet about as far out of fashion 
as possible, “Paper Gods” whisks that 
fallow period off the band’s shoul- 
ders like a mote of dust and sounds 
like a seamless continuation of vin- 
tage Duran Duran without resorting 
to self-plagiarism. 


Le Bon is proud that Duran Du- 
ran is one of the few bands of its era 
to continue putting out new records. 
He mentions The Cure as “the only 
band you can compare to us, ‘cause 
they’re still making new music as 
well.” 

With all due respect to Robert 
Smith and company — whose hy- 
pothetical presence in Golden Gate 
Park would drive thousands of peo- 
ple wild — Le Bon’s is certainly more 
of a festival-friendly act, is it not? 

“Absolutely,” he says. “Duran 
Duran is — the phrase my manager 
hates — a band designed to make 
you party.” 

“If you had to choose between 
making people happy and making 
people down,” Le Bon adds, “which 
would you choose?” 

And when you think of Duran 
Duran’s connections to San Francis- 
co, one thing jumps out: A View to 
a Kill. The 1985 James Bond film’s 
climactic scene involves Roger Moore 
hanging by a rope from a blimp pi- 
loted by Christopher Walken, who 
moors it on the Golden Gate Bridge 
after failing to smash Moore against 
the top of the Transamerica Pyra- 
mid. And Duran Duran performed 
the theme song. 

“We're very lucky,’ Le Bon says. 
“It’s a very exclusive club, the Bond 
theme club. We’re members of it, 
and I’m sure we'll be exercising our 
rights to play an originally written 
Bond theme. We're very proud of 
that song. We love playing it; it’s 
great on stage.”

Miike Snow

The divergence between how 
much people are typically willing to pay 
for music and what they’re willing to 
shell out for the full festival experience 
is never clearer than at Outside Lands, 
which seems to get fancier and fancier 
every year. (Just try to make it through 
the weekend without spending the 
equivalent of five albums on food and 
drink.) 

Or so it would seem. Andrew Wy- 
att, vocalist and songwriter for indie 
pop trio Miike Snow, believes that 
narrative is incorrectly framed. The 
labels have figured out monetization, 
he believes, but we're not yet there in 
terms of how to compensate artists 
properly. 

“The writing was always on the 
wall, even in the Napster days,’ he 
says of the current era of streaming. 
“It was an obvious solution, but 
people were really reluctant to give 
up the solution that they had, which 
was really profitable and also quite 
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ingrained in the minds of people in 
society. We used to stream stuff on 
Real Player back in the late ’90s.” 

“T could go on for literally hours,” 
he adds (although I hear the sounds 
of a commuter train in the back- 
ground). “But I don’t think that the 
problem is that people are unwilling 
to pay for music. That has not been 
the case. They're unwilling to go down 
to a store and buy a CD when they 
could just push a button and get it.” 

But the New York-born Wyatt and 
his Swedish bandmates — Christian 
Karlsson and Pontus Winnberg — 
have never been solely reliant on 
album sales to generate a living. 
Together or apart, they've written 
songs for Britney Spears and Bruno 
Mars, remixed Vampire Weekend and 
Depeche Mode, and started a largely 
Scandinavian label called INGRID. As 
insiders who formed a band relatively 
late in their careers, they’ve been able 
to navigate the industry’s shifting 
sands better than most.

For decades, jazz’s influence 
has been waning, and that style of mu- 
sic is tough to crack for those who 
weren t raised on it. 

But Kamasi Washington is trying 
to change that by bringing jazz to new 
genres. He’s exposing people to the 
artform that otherwise would never 
have listened to it. And he’s pushing 
some of the most prominent artists 
of our time to experiment with new 
sounds. 

In the past year alone, The New 
York Times called the Los Angeles 
prodigy “the most-talked-about jazz 
musician since Wynton Marsalis 
arrived on the New York scene three 
decades ago.” Rolling Stone compared 
him to Pharaoh Sanders and The 
Weather Report, and Pitchfork said he 
is a “worthy ambassador for jazz in 
the 21st century.” 

Washington has collaborated with 
legendary jazz greats like Herbie 
Hancock, Wayne Shorter, and Sanders 


brand,” Wyatt says of his 
success. “A lot of it was 
adaptability, and some of it 
was luck.” 

It probably doesn’t hurt 
that Swedish pop music has 
an enduring cohesiveness. 
Take acts like Icona Pop, 
Lykke Li, Peter Bjorn & 
John, and Little Dragon. 
There is a through-line 
among them — as Wyatt 
puts it, “Sweden is a very 
specific culture” — and 
although he admits he can still only 
understand about half the Swedish he 
hears, Wyatt says “the time I’ve spent 
there and the relationships have left 
an indelible mark on the music that 
I make.” Miike Snow would likely 
play Stockholm, CA, the all-Swedish 
festival partly subsidized by the coun- 
try’s government that will be held in 
Los Angeles this October, but they 
couldn’t make the scheduling work. 

Still, the band’s cerebral yet catchy 
underpinnings that one hears in 
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over the past decade and a half, but 
he’s also worked with Snoop Dogg, 
Lauryn Hill, Kendrick Lamar, and 
Flying Lotus — the latter of whom he 
met after winning the John Coltrane 
Music Competition in 1999, only to 
reconnect years later. If you were a 
fan of Kendrick’s To Pimp a Butterfly 
or FlyLo’s 2014 release You're Dead!, 
you have Washington to thank for the 
jazz bits. (Washington’s 2015 debut, 
The Epic, a triple album that has a 
running time of almost three hours, 
was also released on Flying Lotus’ 
mainly hip-hop and electronic label, 
Brainfeeder — an anomaly for a jazz 
aLuUSE,) 

“Music is actually more connected 
and more unified than people kind of 
realize,’ Washington tells me. “Genres 
are just words that describe certain 
aspects of music. The way Snoop 
creates music is very different to how 
Herbie Hancock creates music. But 
the general skill set and abilities you 
need are very similar.” 

Jazz has commonly been referred 





songs like “Animal” and “Genghis 
Khan” — to say nothing of the 90s 
R&B samples, or the odes to vin- 

tage soul — indicate that a lot more 
thought has gone into their songwrit- 
ing than just cleverer-than-average 
guys sticking their thumbs in the 
wind, weathervane-style. 

When I bring up a provocative 
question about decontexualization in 
art that Wyatt posed to uber-gallerist 
Jeffrey Deitch this spring in Interview 
magazine, and which Deitch more or 
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Kamas! Washington 


to as the most inaccessible genre for 
those not familiar with it, but Wash- 
ington, through his solo work and 
collaborations, has made a new gener- 
ation of fans, pushing the boundaries 
of jazz farther than most have in 
recent years. 

The Epic quickly became a critical 
darling, making its way onto many 
year-end lists, and earned him a 
spot on some of the country’s most 
important stages, including Central 
Park Summerstage in New York, Walt 
Disney Concert Hall in Los Angeles, 
Red Rocks Amphitheatre in Colorado, 
and Outside Lands this Sunday. And 
it reached more people than Washing- 
ton could have ever imagined. 

“T didn’t know ... if anyone would 
ever hear it,” he says. “[But] I did have 
confidence that if we were able to get 
it out there, we'd be able to reach a lot 
of people.”

He’s been at 
it for 17 years, and since the release of his 
debut album, Death of the Party, in 2010, he’s 
been consistently touring behind an act that 
is both a constant put-down of himself and a 
reflection of his offbeat brand of humor. 

One recent Kinane bit concerns his re- 
action to learning he'd been diagnosed with 
gout. 
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man alter-egos George St. Geegland and Gil 
Faizon in Oh, Hello. 

Another headliner is Mulaney’s former 
SNL colleague Fred Armisen. The Portlandia 
star has recruited Hiisker Dii’s Bob Mould 
and fellow comic Charlene Yi to help him do 
whatever his set might entail. (Hopefully, Ar- 
misen’s impression of former New York Gov. 
David Paterson makes an appearance.) 

Speaking of podcasts, Kinane says he too 
will soon join the multitudes of comedians 
who have successfully made the leap into the 
medium. 

‘Tm finally going to get some of those 
podcast riches I hear everybody talking 
about,’ he says. 

His show, The Boogey Monster, is expected 
to be released soon, but if you fancy a tightly 
structured concept, Kinane cautions you not 
to get your hopes up. 

“Tt’s me and comedian Dave Stone, 
and every episode is just 15 minutes of 
us figuring out if the recorder is working, 
and then another half hour talking about 
barbecue,’ he says. “We don’t even get to the 
supernatural until an hour in. If unfocused is 
what you're looking for, you want The Boogey 
Monster.” 

Well, if funny is what you want, you won't 
do better than Kyle Kinane. Just make sure 
no former Smiths are on at the same time.

LOOK BACK IN 
ANGER 


When Felicia Elizondo re- 
alized she was a woman, 
there was no room for the 
discussion. Being outed led 
to her suicidal decision to 
join the Vietnam War but, 
even there, she was an out- 
cast — put in solitary, inves- 
tigated by the FBI, and given 
a dishonorable discharge. 
Like many vets, she wound up in the Tenderloin where she fell in with other 
queens who took the only work they could get. It was a long road from maligned 
street hustler to renowned transgender activist and advocate. One night in 1966 
served as a catalyst, not just for Elizondo but for the entire LGBT community: 
Elizondo and her friends decided to fight back against relentless bigotry, police 
raids, and harassment. (Remember, until 1974, “cross-dressing” was illegal in 
San Francisco.) The Compton Cafeteria Riot, as it is known, took place at Turk 
and Taylor streets three years before Stonewall. It is the first transgender riot re- 
corded in American history, and it is important. In this, the second installment 
of the “Compton’s Cafeteria 50th Anniversary Series,” our favorite “screaming 
queen” gives a multimedia presentation titled “Cruising the Tenderloin in the 
1960s.”

Faultline Theater has quite 
a roster of playful, idiosyn- 
cratic, and — one might 
even say — lunatic-fringe 
work.

Minding His Beeswax

I wish Robin Williams a happy 
birthday, in person, even though he died 
nearly two years ago. 

Technically, it’s his wax likeness, 
smiling impishly in the lobby of Ma- 
dame Tussauds, not far away from a 
seated Mark Zuckerberg. I’m waiting 
for Shane Izykowski, the wax muse- 
um’s lead studio artist, who’s got some 
retouching to do on Peter Dinklage 
after having made his rounds at 7:30 
that morning to determine whose like- 
ness took a beating from the tourists 
gleefully posing for selfies with celebri- 
ty simulacra. Dinklage requires a lot of 
work, Izykowski says, and not just be- 
cause his statue is a relatively new ad- 
dition. The 4-foot-5 actor stands closer 
to children’s heights than most others 
do, and they tend to make a beeline for 
him even if they aren’t old enough to 
know who Tyrion Lannister is. 

A relatively recent transplant from 
Pennsylvania with a thriving practice 
apart from his daily duties, Izykowski 
represents that rarest of breeds: a 
working artist who moved into San 
Francisco instead of out of it. (He and 
his girlfriend, an illustrator and sto- 
ryboard artist, maintain a joint studio 
space through Artspan in a Mid-Mar- 
ket building that’s slated for eventual 
demolition.) 

Disclosure’s “Help Me Lose My 
Mind” plays at a high volume as Izy- 
kowski wheels his cart out of the ele- 
vator, slaloming past Anne Hathaway 
and parking it near Neil Patrick Harris. 
He’s part of a team of three, and while 
they don’t usually work on the floor, 
he’s got an easy approach with curious 
onlookers. Izykowski is “all about in- 
teraction,” he says. 

“We mainly do repair work,” Izy- 
kowski says. “I spend two-and-a-half 
hours every morning on maintenance. 
Anything from touching up some 
paint, fixing hair, fixing costumes and 
wardrobes, and fixing the props we put 
out with them.” 

Madame Tussauds lets people han- 
dle the sculptures for selfies and to 
receive hugs and kisses, and although I 
can easily envision boisterous moppets 
knocking over Leonardo Di Caprio and 
crushing his pretty-boy nose, Izykow- 
ski is a little reluctant to get into too 
much detail about the damage people 
can do. Even a fingernail can leave an 
impression, as the heads and hands are 
wax after all — specifically, a certain 
ratio of beeswax and Japan wax, de- 
rived from sumac berries. (The bodies 
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Shane Izykowski has to work on 


Peter Dinklage’s figure a lot, because 


children do a number on him. 


are made of fiberglass.) 

But he’s more than eager to talk 
about the work, which is like a combi- 
nation of stagehand, plastic surgeon, 
and — owing to the need to introduce 
blemishes and imperfections instead of 
covering them up — reverse makeup 
artist. 

“On a typical day, we have scratch- 
es,” Izykowski says. “If we get some- 
thing more extensive, then we use 
Bondo,” the automotive body filler. 

He won't say outright if he has a 
favorite, either, but expresses a lot of 
admiration for the Bob Marley figure. 
Since each wax likeness originates in a 
central studio in London that handles 
hair, wardrobe, and props, it’s the job 
of the individual attractions — of 
which there are 23 worldwide — to 
keep them lifelike in perpetuity. It’s 


difficult, because no one’s skin is 
flawless, and no one’s skin looks like a 
flat surface. The blotches and imper- 
fections are a composite of layers of 
“squiggles and dots,” Izykowski says. 

A father-and-daughter duo ap- 
proach, unsure if our setup is legit- 
imate or if we’re up to no good, but 
Izykowski’s calm demeanor seems to 
assuage them. (Seeing things from 
their skeptical point of view, I imagine 
thieves dressing as paint-splattered 
techs to execute an art heist in plain 
sight.) 

The father and daughter move on, 
and Izykowski continues: “Typically 
what we really want to do is treat them 
like the celebrity. We make sure that 
they’re looking their best at all times.” 

Although nobody acts like a diva, 
the technique is difficult, he says. 
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“When I first started, I kind of had to 
unlearn what I’ve learned over a span 
of time painting with oil.” 

Painting isn’t the only medium 
he’s worked in, either. He rose to his 
current position after putting his spe- 
cial-effects makeup skills to use at The 
San Francisco Dungeon, the adjacent 
haunted house that involves real ac- 
tors (and which has the same parent 
company, Merlin Entertainments, 
as Madame Tussauds). Apart from 
transforming people into zombies 
and ghouls, he’s been a photographer 
and muralist. Working with people’s 
eyeballs trained on the back of his 
head — to say nothing of the twinkling 
facsimiles of celebrity eyeballs staring 
at him — is not new to Izykowski, who 
routinely paints live and once worked 
in a retouching studio where anxious 
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Peter Lawrence Kane 
clients “watched over my shoulder the 
whole time I worked on their family 
heirloom photo.” 

In other words, he works all the 
time. But it’s not entirely serious: Izy- 
kowski participated in The Murray In- 
vitational at Public Works last month, 
submitting paintings of his dog and his 
cat with Bill Murray faces. Surprising- 
ly, the actor does not have a wax figure 
at Madame Tussauds, although the 
cast members of the Ghostbusters re- 
boot do, in New York. In spite of that, 
it doesn’t take a lot to envision the wry 
star of Groundhog Day sitting behind 
Izykowski as the latter worked on his 
wax replica after a long day of hugs and 
abuse, trying and failing to distract 
him with world-weary spitballs.

When I see an independent 
bookstore with its doors still open, I 
fight an urge to run in and make a pur- 
chase. I only stop myself to keep the 
peace at home, where piles of books 
threaten to topple the serenity of my 


partner, with whom I share a small space. 


My impulse is driven by both a love of 
books and a desire to help bookstores 
pay their rent. 

In early 2015, Borderlands Books, 
an independent bookstore in the Mis- 
sion District, announced its imminent 
closure due to financial pressures 
associated with the city’s minimum 
wage increase. By March of last year, 
the store — which sells science fiction, 
fantasy, mystery, and horror books — 
had developed a plan for staying open 
through March 2016. 

March has come and gone, yet the 
shop is still there. What kind of magic 
took hold in the Mission to make such 
a thing possible? 

Borderlands is particularly ap- 
pealing. The windows are framed by 
curtains dark enough to let a vampire 
sleep through dawn, the floors creak 
even when there’s no one behind you, 
and the shelves are, of course, lined 
with portals to a million worlds. Ra- 
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vens, gargoyles, and hairless cats perch 
near the register. The adjacent cafe 
offers standard fare, but the postcard 
racks, art, and Victorian decor lend a 
bit of the bookstore’s air to the venue. 
That might really be a galaxy swirling 
on the surface of your coffee. 

The cost of rent is a stressor for all 
small businesses trying to stay afloat 
in the Bay Area. When a lease ends, the 
rent jumps, often beyond the means 
of businesses that make a small profit. 
In 2015, the city’s minimum wage 
increase added new pressures to the 
mix. It will rise incrementally each year 
until it reaches $15 in 2018. 

Borderlands owner Alan Beatts says 
that without a creative approach, it 
would have been impossible to keep 
Borderlands open. 

The way the wage increase was 
rolled out also diminishes San Francis- 
co, in his assessment, because it favors 
large retailers. 

“The impact of minimum wage is 
profound on small local business,” he 
says. “There was, as far as I was able to 
determine, no consideration for how 
the impact on small business could be 
ameliorated.” 

Why struggle for art, for things 
that aren't practical or required? Why 
sell fantasy or comics when all around 
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you the world is screaming money and 
tech, or eviction, disease, and war? 
Brian Hibbs, owner and proprietor 
of Comix Experience on Divisadero 
Street, had an answer for National 
Review in 2015. “Without stores like 


mine, without stores like Borderlands,” 


he said, “this city would be a poorer 
place. We’re selling art, commodities, 
people’s dreams. To have fewer places 
to have those things on sale, I think, 
diminishes San Francisco.” 

An international community 
rallied behind Borderlands when its 
announced plans to close in 2015. 
Support came from bookstore custom- 
ers, professionals working in the field 
internationally, cafe customers, and 
neighbors. The goal was to have 300 
sponsors per year paying $100 each to 
support the store. They met their goal 
in two days, with sponsors not just 
from San Francisco, but from Canada, 
the U.K., Ireland, the Netherlands, and 
beyond. 

When I spoke with Jude Feldman, 
Borderlands’ store manager, in mid- 
March, she told me that when they 
started the sponsorship program the 
idea was to see if it was sustainable, 
and that they have surpassed the goal 
they set for themselves. Borderlands 
continues to thrive today. According to 
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Beatts, Borderlands is the second-larg- 
est English-language store in their spe- 
cialty. They receive orders online from 
as far away as Hong Kong, Malaysia, 
and Afghanistan. 

Their lease will expire in five years, 
and when it does they expect they 
won't be able to afford it, though spon- 
sors above the minimum threshold 
have allowed them to stay in business 
and create a cushion. They would love 
to stay in the Mission, but are not sure 
it will be possible. Believing it might be 
possible seems to be part of the magic. 
That belief seems to open doors we 
never knew were there. 

There’s a lesson in this for all writ- 
ers and artists. Inner and outer bullies 
might laugh that some of us dream and 
write of dragons; we may have to share 
small spaces to make ends meet; elves 
and muses might go into hiding when 
dollar signs try to attach themselves to 
the creative process. Thanks to dream- 
ers and fighters, though, we have a city 
that includes both Borderlands and the 
increased minimum wage.

Each year, the Adult Novelty Man- 
ufacturers Expo hosts a trade show 
for the pleasure products industry, 
culminating with the StorErotica 
Awards, honoring excellence in the 
field. 

Although other adult-industry 
award shows have categories for 
achievements in pleasure products, at 
this show, it’s the business of selling 
dildos, vibrators, and lube that takes 
center stage. 

For three days, dozens of com- 
panies from all over North America 
come together to make deals, promote 
their products, and network with 
other retailers, distributors and 
manufacturers. The butt 
plugs, Fleshlights, 
BDSM equipment, 
and personal lu- 
bricants made 
the drab hotel 
hall look like a 
candy store of 
SEX. 

I, on the 
other hand, 
was there to 
set up my booth 
for the Free 
Speech Coalition, 
spreading the word 
about the #NoProp60 
campaign. 

I had no nipple clamps at my 
table, and no fuckable silicone replicas 
of celebrity body parts — only pam- 
phlets and an earnest message about 
a ballot initiative that will put our in- 
dustry and its workers at risk. I wor- 
ried that the posters and handouts 
— which I'd spent all week designing 
and printing, just like I was making 
my first zine — couldn’t compete with 
the parade of innovative pleasure 
products that surrounded me. 

I felt a little bit like it was my first 
day of school. I’ve been in the adult 
industry for more than six years, but 
my connections within the world of 
pleasure products have been limited. 
While I’m used to going to events and 
running into a million people I know, 
suddenly I was the new kid on the 
block again. 

I put the stickers I’d made on 
boxes of candy, knowing that sugar 
was my only hope of competing with 
sex — and then I heard somebody was 
handing out ice cream with flavored 
lube on it, and I knew I was out of my 
depth. 

Still, those who did stop by to 
talk to me were incredibly receptive, 
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understanding immediately that 
although Prop 60 focuses on adult 
film, anyone with a financial interest 
in the production is also at risk — 
and moreover, the adult industry 

is a close-knit family. If one part of 
our industry comes under fire, we all 
suffer. 

While the profit margins in the 
adult-film world have continued to 
sink over the years, the pleasure prod- 
ucts industry has remained buoyant, 
and many adult stars make partnering 
with toy lines a part of their business 
plans. 

Bonnie Rotten, the tattooed, 
genre-busting starlet who was named 
2014’s Performer of the Year, was 
there promoting her new Black Label 
line of products — which includes a 
vibrating butt plug and a toy called 
the “Bonnie Rabbit.” 

As the trade show wore on, I found 
my footing. Though folks who work in 

the world of pleasure 
products aren't 
_ usually in front of 
» acamera, they still 
can face barriers 
when it comes to 
banking, insur- 
ance, and even 
zoning laws that 
are unfriendly to 
or even target 
the adult indus- 
try. 
Remember 
that as recently 
as 2008 it was 
illegal to sell dil- 
A dos in Texas anda 
& handful of other state 
se? — a law that former U.S. 
Presidential candidate Ted 

Cruz fought hard to uphold. 

I was intimidated at first, and the 
10-foot phallus didn’t exactly help, 
but by the end of the trade show | 
knew I was still at home. 

Whether we make or market plea- 
sure products, perform with them on 
film, or enjoy them in the privacy of 
our own homes, we are aligned ina 
common cause. 

As the court of appeals that struck 
down the Texas dildo law stated, 
citing the historic privacy ruling of 
Lawrence v. Texas: Americans have the 
“right to be free from governmental 
intrusion regarding ‘the most private 
human contact, sexual behavior.’ ” 

People have fought hard for the 
right to sell, distribute, and enjoy 
pleasure products, and our right to 
use them is protected by constitu- 
tional law. So remember, the next 
time you buy a blow-up doll or a dick 
pump, don’t be ashamed or shy about 
it. You are simply exercising your 
rights as an American!

Norman Lear: Just Another 
Version of You 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Opera 
Plaza Cinema. 
The subject of Heidi Ewing and Rachel 
Grady’s documentary Norman Lear: Just 
Another Version of You is the legendary tele- 
vision producer. Still working at 93(!), Lear 
looks back on the highs and lows of his life 
— tracing his strong humanistic streak 
back to hearing as a child the virulently an- 
ti-Semitic radio preacher Charles Coughlin 
— through his career peak during the 
Nixon and Ford administrations and be- 
yond. (He’s rightfully proud of being on 
Nixon’s enemies list, and was name- 
checked in the Watergate tapes.) Lear’s 
1970s shows suchas Allin the Family, 
Maude, and Good Times addressed topics 
like race, war, sexuality, and gender that 
were otherwise taboo on the lily-white air- 
waves. Def Jam founder Russell Simmons 
describes how revolutionary The Jeffersons 
was to black representation, while a line 
can be drawn from the 1972 Maude abor- 
tion episode “Maude’s Dilemma’ to BoJack 
Horseman’s recent “Brrap Brrap Pew Pew.” 
The BoJack episode addresses abortion in 
a way that would have been unthinkable in 
1972 — but then again, many people in 
1972 considered the comparatively taste- 
ful Maude episode unthinkable as well. 
Lear comes across as just a funny, warm 
man, and recent footage of him hanging 
out with former collaborators Mel Brooks 
and Carl Reiner leaves you wanting more.

All of Me (Llévate Mis Amores) 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Roxie 
Theater. 
Based in the Mexican village of La Patrona, 
Arturo Gonzalez Villasenor’s documen- 
tary All of Me (Llévate Mis Amores) is about 
a multigenerational group of women ap- 
propriately known as the Patronas. As 
freight trains pass by, carrying migrants 
heading to the United States, the Patronas 
toss up prepared and bagged foods — at 
no small amount of risk to themselves and 
to the men riding the rails. (Notably, we’re 
told that about a quarter of them are from 
Central America, despite the widespread 
belief that all undocumented workers are 
Mexican.) One of the more chilling under- 
currents is the women talking about their 
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lives not directly related to risking their 
lives to feed strangers rolling past, particu- 
larly how their opportunities are restricted 
by their culture’s gender divisions. As one 
Patrona puts it, you don’t know the man 
you re marrying until it’s too late, and you 
quickly go from being a shiny new toy to 
an old piece of furniture. Another dis- 
cusses her desire to give her children a bet- 
ter life. (Remember when that was 
considered the ideal?) Most of them get 
more appreciation from these strangers 
they only see for a few seconds than the 
men who swore to love and honor them, 
and such heartbreaking humanity in All of 
Me proves reality runs deeper than any 
shallow political rhetoric. SC 


Don’t Think Twice 
Rated R. Opens Friday, August 5t 
at Sundance Kabuki Cinemas and 
Embarcadero Center Cinema. 
“You're not a failure, Bill. You’re in The 
Commune,’ so declares Samantha, the un- 
daunted peacekeeper of a flailing improv 
group. Don’t Think Twice is based on Mike 
Birbiglia’s firsthand experience as a mem- 
ber of a comedy troupe similar to The 
Groundlings. He wrote, co-stars in, and 
nimbly directed this story of a troubled en- 
semble. But the camera keeps returning to 
Gillian Jacobs’ performance as Sam, bring- 
ing her emotional life into focus in each 
consecutive scene. Without seeming ef- 
fortful, she provides the moral compass 
for a close group of 30-somethings who 
act like overgrown adolescents. They are 
committed to little besides their improv 
mantra — “Yes, and...” — and to having 
each other’s backs onstage. The problem is 
they have yet to make it, until one of them 
does. Jack (Keegan-Michael Key) lands an 
audition and then a job at Weekend Live, a 
fictional version of SNL, throwing off The 
Commune’s equilibrium. (Adding to the 
trouble, he is also Sam’s boyfriend.) Bir- 
biglia finds subtle ways of comparing Ja- 
cobs with Katharine Hepburn and Gena 
Rowlands, but it’s Greta Garbo whom she 
summons to the screen as the director 
films her profile in a medieval light, cast- 
ing her face in mystery. Jacobs projects 
something new here, a remote aspect with 
a shadowy half-life. Don’t Think Twice por- 
trays the distress of love as simply a dis- 
traction from Samantha's companions 
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and their good work together — the rare 
achievement of a collective soul. Jeffrey

Suicide Squad 
Rated PG-13. Opens Friday at the 
AMC Metreon 16, the AMC Van Ness, 
the Alamo Drafthouse New Mission, 
the Sundance Kabuki Cinemas and the 
CineArts Empire. 
Shenanigans! The bright colors and high 
energy the marketing for David Ayer's su- 
perhero film Suicide Squad promised fades 
in the first 20 minutes, and the movie re- 
mains mired in Zach Snyder's gray-on- 
gray DC Gloomiverse. Government agent 
Waller (Viola Davis, rising above her end- 
lessly cliched dialogue) extorts a group of 
villains, including hitman Deadshot (Will 
Smith) and sexpot Harley Quinn (Margot 
Robbie), to take on the Enchantress, a de- 
mon possessing spelunker June Moone 
(Cara Delevingne). Harley is clearly in- 
tended to be the breakout character, but 
the fact that Robbie is currently the main 
asset in the spank-bank of heterosexual 
American men does not make up for her 
lacking the comedic timing needed to pull 
off this character. It also doesn’t help that 
like Black Widow and Gamora in the Mar- 
vel films, Harley and June lack the agency 
afforded the male heroes, and even the in- 
teresting but underused Katana (Karen 
Fukuhara) is defined by her relationship to 
her dead husband. After the joyless slog of 
Batman v Superman, Suicide Squad desper- 
ately wants to bea romp like Marvel’s 
Guardians of the Galaxy, complete with a 
baby-boomer-pleasing soundtrack of on- 
the-nose classic-rock staples — seriously, 
“Sympathy for the Devil” plays over the ti- 
tle — but the muddled tone and obvious 
post-production tinkering makes it feel 
more like DC’s version of Fantastic Four. SC

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‘A STEAL AND A TREAT’ 


Bitchin’ Comer

It’s impossible not to smile along 
with a menu that says, “You probably 
know what a taco is? If not, ask!” Ear- 
nestness on that scale is a winning move, 
and El Buen Comer, a 2-month-old, fami- 
ly-run Mexican restaurant in Bernal 
Heights, is the right place for it. Run by 
Isabel Caudillo and staffed by four of her 
five children, E] Buen Comer — “good 
food” or “good eating,” en espariol — fo- 
cuses on guisados, the slow-cooked 
stews typically found in Caudillo’s native 
Mexico City. An alumna of La Cocina, the 
nonprofit that assists immigrant women 
in starting their own food businesses, 
Caudillo has won a significant following 
over the years, particularly at the Noe 
Valley Farmers Market. 

La Cocina is an enterprise that gives 
you hope for San Francisco’s future as 
a city where culinary and economic di- 
versity might yet thrive hand-in-hand, 
and after one meal at El Buen Comer, 
you will certainly wish Caudillo your 
best. I spent a week in Mexico City last 
year, and this was exactly the stratum 
of food I didn’t have. I mostly stuck to 
street tacos, breakfast chilaquiles, and 
unfamiliar produce items purchased at 
one of the bazaars spilling out of the 
metro stations, saving room to splurge 
twice at the high end. A sort of moth- 
erly touch was just what I missed, and I 
don’t recall eating homemade tortillas 
this good, ever. They’re extra durable, 
since the guisados are so thick and 
heavy with chunks of meat, and made 
with organic masa besides. 

Of all the tacos, sopes, and tostadas 
(one for $3, three for $8, and six for 
$15) the chicken tinga sopes were the 
closest to flawless. (I’m a salsa verde 
partisan, but the milder rojo is no 
slouch, either.) Moist and flavorful, 
they offer a perfect textural contrast 
between shell and filling, but I'd be 
crazy not to recommend the ensalada 
de nopal, a cilantro- and onion-heavy 
cactus salad that lacked any trace of 
the sliminess that occasionally clings 
to nopales. And if you don’t get it on 
a taco or tostada, it'll likely appear 
elsewhere. 

Contornos — or sides — keep 
things simple; apart from the tortillas, 
the only choices are rice and “perfect 
beans.” They were black beans on each 
visit, and worth it both times. Apps are 
just as good: Simultaneously hot and 
cooling, the citrusy jicama ($4) will 
snap your palate to attention, and even 
a small guacamole — with cubed cotija 
and tortillas transmogrified into chips, 
of course — is enough to keep three

more than 15 minutes — and their ris- 
ing tension was palpable. From years 
of waiting tables, I know that every- 
body’s going to be in the weeds from 
time to time, but lunch is tricky: Most 
people have somewhere else to be and 
comparatively few have drinks in front 
of them to help pass the time, so it’s 
crucial for servers to stop by, if only to 
apologize. My third and final visit, a 
busy Friday night, was impeccably pro- 
fessional — but Id also tried to walk 
in at 7:30 p.m. on a Sunday only to be 
told they’d closed two-and-a-half hours 
early.

Went to... Napa!

The tagline of Heritage Fire by 


Cochon555 reads like a gastronomic 
haiku. 

Fans of everything porcine will 
no doubt delight in “3,500 pounds of 
whole animals cooked over live fires 
by 50 top chefs with tons of premium 
wines” when the “first environmentally 
conscious nose-to-tail pig competition” 
returns to Charles Krug Winery in St. 
Helena on Aug. 21. 

“The event helps foster the relation- 
ship between local farming and emerg- 
ing chef and restaurant communities,” 
Brady Lowe, founder of Cochon555, 
tells SF Weekly. “Through Heritage Fire, 
we are putting the spotlight on heritage 
species, responsible agriculture, and 
amazing chefs. The greater goal of all 
events in the Cochon555 family is to 
promote honest and safe food through 
education. When we consume safe food, 
we make jobs for shepherds of the good 
food movement and we support family 
farming. Plus we create demand so peo- 
ple raise more heritage breed animals.” 

As Heritage Fire enters its eighth 
year, Cochon555 continues to augment 
awareness through its Piggy Bank 
charity. 

“Piggy Bank is a farm located in 
Missouri that raises pigs to be gifted to 
communities dedicated to elevating the 
cause and expanding through a model 
of social and agricultural transparency,” 
Lowe says. “Piggy Bank is a 501(c)(3) 
and we aim to provide new farms in 
business. We want to give them free 
pigs, business plan support, and access 
to a community of existing farmers who 
share in their success.” 

Now for the artisans at this year’s 
event. 

There’s a long list of notable chefs, 
including Thomas McNaughton and 
Evan Allumbaugh of Flour + Water, 
Adam Sobel of Michael Mina Group, 
Albert Ponzo of Le Select Bistro, Andy 
Ricker of Pok Pok, Christiano Crem- 
inelli of Creminelli Fine Meats, Marc 
Zimmerman of Alexander’s Steakhouse, 
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John Sundstrom of Lark, Jose Mendin 
of Pubbelly, Timon Balloo of Bocce, and 
many more. 

Another interesting aspect to the 
Heritage Fire event is the location: the 
Charles Krug Winery in Napa. However, 
it’s not entirely about wine; expect 35 
boutique producers plus craft beers 
from Magnolia Brewing, Sierra Nevada, 
and small-batch Common ciders, along 
with The Perfect Puree of Napa Valley 
and Bodegas Martinez Lacuesta Ver- 
mouths. 

And sadly, there are a few folks who 
aren't fans of pork. No worries. Seems 
like Heritage Fire has got you covered. 

“Pig is only 10 percent of the experi- 
ence, Lowe explains. “I’m really excited 
about the Steak + Board, including a ton 
of dry-aged beef from Creekstone, goat, 
lamb, rabbit, duck, foie gras, red snap- 
pers, shrimp, oysters, chicken, guinea 
hens from Grimaud Farms, a spread of 
artisan cheeses, and, of course, peak of 
season heirloom vegetables.” 

And it’s not just barbecue or “fire- 
kissed meat” as the producers so elo- 
quently describe grilling. 

“We're ecstatic about the Wood- 
Fired Ramen Bar presented by Wines of 
Germany, a Tomahawk Pop-Up served 
with Faust Wines. and, of course, the 
live butchering demonstration is get- 
ting some love, too. We are adding Steak 
& Board, an addition to the The Pop-Up 
Butcher Shop,” Lowe says. “Guests can 
bid on $850 worth of meaty goodness, 
as each auction package includes a 
monster steak worth $300 from a 
great farm and a $300 knife from 
Town Cutler combined with an etched 
cutting board from Williams-Sonoma 
and reserve wines with 100 percent 
benefits to Piggy Bank.”

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found the majority of their greenhouse 
gas emissions came from their ingredi- 
ents, especially meat and lamb. 

To understand how they could do 
things differently, Leibowitz and Myint 
visited Nicasio Native Grass Ranch, 
which practices “carbon farming,” a 
way of removing carbon dioxide from 
the atmosphere and returning it to the 
soil. Leibowitz says when they got to 
the farm, co-founder John Wick was 
talking to someone from the United 
Nations. When he finished, he started 
explaining carbon farming to her and 
Myint — out on the side of a hill, com- 
plete with a whiteboard. 

Leibowitz says what they learned 
that day was particularly hopeful — 
and she'd like others to know about it 
as well. 

“It’s such important news that it’s 
surprising how little airplay it gets,” 
she says. “I want to shout it from the 
rooftops — or the rooftop garden. I 
want it to be a movement.” 

Driving back from the ranch, Lei- 
bowitz and Myint decided on a name 
for their restaurant — The Perenni- 
al — because of what they'd learned 
about the roles of perennial plants in 
restoring the soil ecosystem. 

In that vein, Myint and Leibowitz, 
along with food partners such as 18 
Reasons, Soil Solutions, and Singing 
Frog Farms, will be at the Asian Art 
Museum on Thursday for Takeover to 
talk about food and climate change. 

At The Perennial, menus come witha 
statement that lets people know they 
can ask about the restaurant’s ap- 
proach to sustainability — or they can 
just enjoy their meal. With Takeover, 
they can have a deeper conversation, 
Leibowitz says. 

“We're a mission-driven business, 
but we don't think business is the sole 
solution,” she says. “We're offering dif- 
ferent activities about how to engage 
politically, and we want it to be a gath- 
ering place for thinking about food and 
climate and inspiring change.” 

Some of those interactive activities 
were designed by IDEO’s San Francisco 
Food Studio. Lynda Deakin, who runs 
IDEO’s lab, says she thinks now is an 
unprecedented time of change in the 
food world toward being more sustain- 
able. Projects that IDEO is working on 
include reducing food waste and mak- 
ing the food system more transparent. 

Lynda Deakin, who runs IDEO’s 
lab, says Takeover will do “something 
involving balloons.” Everyone loves 
balloons, but these will have a purpose: 
Pop them, and they'll give you ideas 
about what you can do to combat cli- 
mate change. 

“Food and climate change is such 
a large, lofty problem,” Deakin says. 
“We want to make people realize small 
steps can add up to something bigger.”

When you’re approaching a 
Mexican cantina, you know what youre in 
for the second you open the door: a great 
big fiesta involving sombreros pinned to 
the wall, mariachi music blasting from the 
sound system, hitting your head ona 
pifiata or some brightly colored flags, and 
oversized, salt-rimmed glasses at the bar. 

Not so at Agave Uptown, a Oaxa- 
can-inspired restaurant and bar that 
opened in Uptown Oakland last month. 
Situated in the Kapor Center for Social 
Impact, a group of nonprofits dedicated 
to making entrepreneurial skills acces- 
sible to all that’s located at 22nd Street 
and Broadway, Uptown is the second 
restaurant to come from Octavio Diaz, 
a Oaxaca native and the chef-owner of 
Agave Healdsburg. 

While Agave Uptown’s menu is a 
close replica of Diaz’s mezcal-and-mole- 
heavy flagship up north, the design and 
delivery shows a difference, thanks to 
the team at Arcsine, an Oakland archi- 
tecture-and-interiors firm the Kapor 
Center — pronounced “KAY-poor” — 
contracted to trick out its ground-floor 
eatery. A semicircular wall of windows 
invites curious walk-ins, brightening up 
an open-floor dining space that might 
otherwise suffer from low ceilings and 
poor acoustics (though the place is 
quite noisy, not from music, but from 
customers). 

The main entrance (located on 22nd 
Street, in spite of the address techni- 
cally being on Franklin) funnels traffic 
straight to the blue-gray soapstone and 
tiger wood bar, where cocktails, tequila, 
and mezcal flow freely. Mimicking the 
leaves of the agave plant, the source 
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from which mezcal is made, the back bar 
is decked out with flattened geometric 
shapes crafted from blue steel plates and 
backed by a wall of glass. Through them 
you catch a glimpse of a private dining 
room decorated with authentic coas — 
the tool used to harvest agave — that 
can be sectioned off and rented out for 
parties and business lunches. It was 
created especially for the Kapor family, 
who brought on Diaz as the Center’s 
restaurateur after frequent visits to Aga- 
ve Healdsburg. 

The kitchen kicks out endless orders 
of chips and salsa, ceviche, enchiladas, 
tacos, and empanadas, as well as less 
common house specialties like the tlayu- 
da (a Oaxacan pizza topped with black 
beans, cabbage, quesillo cheese, and av- 
ocado) and molotes (tiny fried triangles 
of masa stuffed with chorizo and potato 
and served in cabbage leaves along with 
queso fresco and black bean paste). 

The menu — and the restaurant as a 
whole — is colorful, but not cluttered, 
with an array of items that range from 
botanas (small bites) and ensaladas to 
oysters and larger entrees. The specialty 
of the house, though, is Diaz’s famous 
mole, made with more than 20 ingredi- 
ents sourced directly from Oaxaca and 
simmered on the stove for five or six 
days. (He’s working on a plan to sell it by 
the bottle.) 

And what mole is to the kitchen, 
mezcal is to the bar. Personally sourced 
from families and local producers in 
Oaxaca, Agave offers more than 30 
types of mezcal divided into nearly a 
dozen categories. If you know what 
you're after, you can order it straight up, 
but the newbie to mezcal (or to Agave’s 
substantial selection) would be wise to 
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opt for a flight. Served in traditional jic- 
aras — small, carved-out gourds that are 
both lightweight and sturdy — mezcal 
is a smoky spirit that ought to be sipped 
rather than shot. 

You can also get it shaken or stirred 
in one of Agave’s original cocktails, 
including mezcal riffs on the classics. 
Try La Mula Mezcalera (a Moscow 
Mule), the Guelaguetza Sour (a Pisco 
Sour), or the Oaxacan Moderna, an Old 
Fashioned made with benesin reposado 
mezcal, vanilla honey, mole bitters, and 
Luxardo cherries, and served over a 
jumbo ice cube infused with shards of 
vanilla bean. But be forewarned, even 
the mango-infused Melocoton Ahumado 
with its tropical syrup, mango, and yuzu 
foam is far from fruity. 

For the mezcal-averse, there are 
other bars to visit; there are also other 
beverage options, including local and 
Mexican craft beers (mainly from the 
Bay Area and Baja California), a modest 
selection of Sonoma County wines, and 
an array of booze-free aguas frescas and, 
of course, Jarritos sodas. 

Deliberate detail reaches all the way 
to the restrooms, where tiny bright tiles 
form a mosaic that pays homage to the 
patterns in Oaxacan textiles. Mapped 
out on an Excel spreadsheet that the 
creators consider “a thing of beauty,” the 
final result is Instagram-worthy — and 
required no margin-formatting or mail 
merges. 

Mezcal and mole. Oaxaca and Oak- 
land. Find them all at Agave.

With his debut album, Jentrify, Elujay speaks for himself and Oakland.

Elujay is no stranger to Interstate 
5. A third-year business student at the 
University of Redlands, he’s made the 
roughly 400-mile journey between SoCal 
and his hometown of Oakland multiple 
times in the last few years. 

In fact, it was because he was 
still driving back from Los Angeles 
that our original interview had to be 
postponed. About a week before, he’d 
received an email from an A&R execu- 
tive at Atlantic Records who'd discov- 
ered the 20-year-old’s music through 
SoundCloud and wanted to meet him. 

With his best friend, Derell, and 
photographer-videographer, Andre 
Malik, in tow, Elujay headed south the 
day before the meeting was planned. 
Though he has a distribution deal with 
San Francisco record label EMPIRE and 
is represented by Oakland rapper Ka- 
maiyah’s manager, Elujay is still very 
much an independent artist. 

“T was excited,” he says of the meet- 
ing. “One of the things he told me was 
that he doesn’t get artists in there 
often. He pitches artists to his bosses a 
lot, and they just kind of are not hyped 
about them. Me getting in there was 
rare.” 

The 45-minute meeting, which took 
place on a Wednesday at the label’s 
office on Fairfax Avenue, involved a lot 
of talking and a tour of the facility’s 
studios — where they met Drake’s 
ghostwriter, Quentin Miller. At the 
executive's behest, Elujay also played 
tracks from his upcoming debut album, 
Jentrify, out Friday, Aug. 25. 

“This is going to be a breakout 
record for me,” Elujay says. “And they 
loved it.” 

From a young age, Elujay was in- 
terested in music, picking up guitar in 
elementary school, and later trumpet 
and beat-making. 

“T used to sing around the house,” 
he says, but it wasn’t until high school 
when he started participating in poet- 
ry slams that he began writing his own 
verses. Around that time, he was also 
interested in skateboarding and graffiti 
culture, and, if it hadn’t been fora 
close brush with the law when he was 
almost caught by police while tagging 
public property, he probably wouldn't 
have turned his full attention to mak- 
ing music. “It was scary,’ he says, “so 
I was just like, ‘’'m going to drop the 
cans and get serious.’ ” 

Catching the emcee Kev Choice at 
Hiero Day in 2014, during his junior 
year of high school, further inspired 
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Elujay to pursue music because it 
helped him realize that he could com- 
bine rapping with singing and live 
instrumentals. He dropped his first 
mixtape soon thereafter, which includ- 
ed trumpet solos along with his Fruity- 
Loops-produced beats. 

With Jentrify, his most comprehen- 
sive project to date, Elujay is hoping to 
cement himself as an artist on the rise 
and gain fans nationwide because he 
doesn’t “want to just stay local.” More 
than half a dozen producers worked 
on the 13-track album, which features 
guest appearances from seven Bay Area 
artists, as well as live guitar, percus- 
sion, bass, and even saxophone. 

As the album’s title suggests, it’s 
loosely centered around the theme of 
gentrification, specifically in the Bay 
Area, which Elujay says is becoming 
filled with people who “don’t respect 
the culture and those who have been 
living in Oakland before they arrived.” 
The first track, “One Time,’ addresses 
the subject head-on with lines like, “T 
hear you're rolling around the town 
like you own this bitch.” Songs like 
“580” and “EBMUD” continue the 
motif. 

Jentrify is also a personal album, 
that Elujay says, “has a lot to do with 





my adolescence and what I went 
through.” 

“It’s not just me making a song like, 
‘Oh yeah, I fucked hella bitches / I have 
all this gold on / I’m moving packs,’ ” 
he adds. 

In “Soul Food,” Elujay uses the 
analogy of food to talk about yearning 
and struggling from both a personal 
and universal standpoint, and “Google 
Maps” could be an anthem for lon- 
ers, or at least an ode to taking time 
away from society to focus on oneself. 
On “We Don’t Mind,” a delicate, pia- 
no-laced song with guest appearances 
by Oakland singer Samaria and Berke- 
ley rapper Caleborate, Elujay pushes 
forth his agenda of individualism 
again, urging listeners to be proud of 
who they are despite their differences. 

“Tm very blunt and honest about 
my life,” Elujay explains. “In high 
school, I really wanted to do what peo- 
ple thought was cool. I was a kid that 
was really worried about what other 
people thought.” 

Collaborating with other artists, 
especially local up-and-comers like 
singer ymtk and rapper Rexx Life Raj, 
was another goal. Referring to them as 
“gems, Elujay says he wanted to “catch 
them in a rare moment, before they 
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blow up.” 

Many people — most of them 
unpaid — were involved in the produc- 
tion of Jentrify, which was recorded 
throughout 2015 between one of 
Elujay’s producer’s home studios near 
Lake Merritt and All Bay Studios in 
Berkeley. 

“Building the album was not easy,” 
Elujay says. “It got crazy and hectic, 
and there were a lot of people in the 
mix. There was actually a lot of people 
that wanted to be a part of it that I had 
to turn down.” 

But there were those who he did 
not say “no” to, like his photogra- 
pher-videographer Malik. In fact, it is 
partly because of Malik, who is now 
a member of Elujay’s artist collective 
One Time, that he says he won’t sign 
to Atlantic, even if a deal were to be 
offered. 

“T just want to maintain being in- 
dependent, at least until the right deal 
comes around,” Elujay says. “I want to 
bring my team with me. I want all of 
them to see similar success because 
they’re the people that helped me 
brand myself and got me to this level 
that I’m at right now.”

The Sound of Fire

The song opens with a trickling 
keyboard melody, coated with a thick 
layer of analog fuzz that makes the tune 
sound old, and as if it were cascading 
through your speakers from a faraway 
place. Ten seconds in, a clapping effect 
emerges on the sonic landscape, followed 
by a bassline that pulsates like a heart- 
beat. In the distance, a deep, smoky voice 
coos the opening line, only to be echoed 
by a second voice — this one younger, 
sharper — a few seconds later. A pattern 
emerges as the voices trade lines, repeat- 
ing one another four times until the en- 
tire chorus — “Treat me like / Fire/ Into 
the pain” / — has been sung. 

So starts “Treat Me Like Fire,” the 
electronic-R&B duo Lion Babe’s first 
official release, which, to date, has 
been listened to almost 6 million times 
on Spotify. Lyrically simple, it’s an 
instrumentally dense song that some- 
how manages to be chill and dance-in- 
ducing at the same time. But don’t let 
that fool you. “Treat Me Like Fire” was 
less professional and premeditated 
than you'd think. 

“If you asked either of us if we 
thought of having a bridge or a 
pre-chorus or whatever, we didn’t,” 
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says Lion Babe’s singer Jillian Her- 
vey, whose mother is actress Vanessa 
Williams. “We didn’t even know what 
those things were really.” 

After six months of toiling on the 
track, the pair, which includes produc- 
er Lucas Goodman, uploaded “Treat 
Me Like Fire” in November 2012 to 
the internet, adding a music video to 
YouTube a month later. Hervey says 
they “didn’t have a plan or anything,” 
but they didn’t need one. It took a few 
weeks for the internet to catch on, and 
once World Star Hip-Hop reposted 
the music video in January, the song 
took off. 

Emails with offers to manage the 
band flooded in, and blogs around the 
world penned posts about the song. 
Rapper Childish Gambino reached 
out to Hervey and Goodman, inviting 
them to open for him during his set at 
South By Southwest, and by the sum- 
mer of 2013, they’d signed a deal with 
Polydor Records. 

“It was crazy,’ Hervey says. “We 
didn’t expect there to be so big of a 
reaction.” 

Hervey and Goodman first met in 
New York City around 2010 thanks to 
an introduction from a mutual friend. 
At the time, Hervey was a dance stu- 
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dent at The New School, while Good- 
man, who was trying to make it as an 
independent producer, was an intern 
at Truth & Soul Records. The pair 
stayed in contact through MySpace, 
and when Hervey was assigned a dance 
project that required original music, 
she contacted Goodman. 

“T knew I couldn’t ask my violin 
player friend to do it,” she says. “And 
when | thought about someone who 
knows how to deal with computers and 
could make me a track that would be 
easy for me to use, | thought of Lucas.” 

After the project was finished, the 
musicians, who are one year apart in 
age, decided to keep working on songs 
together — for kicks, that is. 

“It was a fun moment for us and 
a nice release of our artistry,’ Hervey 
says. And we saw an opportunity to do 
more with it.” 

Once they released “Treat Me Like 
Fire,” blogs, publicists, and fans start- 
ed hounding the rising duo for more. 
Except there was one problem: They 
didn’t have any other songs. 

“People thought we were a little 
more developed than we were,’ Good- 
man says. “But we didn't really think it 
would spark that fast, and then, when 
it took off, we were like, ‘Oh, shoot.’ ”

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They spent the next year and a half 
in the studio working on their self-ti- 
tled debut EP, which came out in De- 
cember 2014, and followed up this year 
with the full-length record Begin. 

The 14-track album sneaks in an 
array of genres, from soul and disco to 
house and R&B, with aplomb. It was 
co-written and co-produced by Pharrell 
Williams — “We were working on the 
songs with a lot of people with a lot of 
opinions,” Hervey says — and, like the 
EP, has only one featured artist, Child- 
ish Gambino. 

Though Begin is the duo’s biggest 
effort to date, it will forever be out- 
shined by “Treat Me Like Fire.” 

“It will always be one of the great 
songs that defines us,” Hervey says. 
“And who knows what would have 
happened if we had put something else 
out instead.”

Their recent DJ mixes 
explore psychedelic, cerebral tech- 
no textures paired with well-exe- 
cuted European deep house. DFA 
mainstays Museum of Love will 
support them. And that’s not all: 
Tim Sweeney, head honcho of the 
15-years-strong Beats in Space radio 
show and one of New York’s finest DJs, 
takes over in the Loft upstairs.

Push The Feeling’s latest party features 
two characters from San Francisco 
boutique funk and boogie label Voltaire 
Records: Hotthobo, the label's founder, 
and Jomeo Pugz, one of its newest 
artists.

Carrion, My Wayward Son 
by La Flange Du Mal; 
Resipiscent. 


“Skronk.” A seemingly nonsense word 
— what does it mean? A quick Googling 
suggests “music that is grating, disso- 
nant, and frequently avant-garde.” 
Well, yes, but beyond that, “skronk” is 
like pornography — hard to define, but 
you know it when you see it. (Or hear 
it, as the case may be.) 

Carrion, My Wayward Son (a pun 
worth savoring) is an album released 
last year by La Flange Du Mal, a 
four-piece band whose members have 
roots in San Francisco experimental 
music and beyond — they’ve played 
in psychedelic outfit Subarachnoid 
Space, early electroclash act Crack 
(We Are Rock), and far-Eastern pop 
reinterpreters Neung Phak. 

Carrion is skronk, through and 
through. Its punk roots run deep: All 
seven songs are full of manic, pan- 
icked drumming. But whereas punk 
is a musical middle finger raised in 
youthful exuberance, Carrion is a call 
toward absurdity, an expression of a 
kind of world-weariness that comes 
only with age and its attendant

knowledge of one’s own shortcom- 
ings and of the value of foolishness. 
So goes the refrain in “Landmines”: 
“Why can’t we / sip this wine / blow 
this line / one last time?” 

The album is short, intense, and 
rewards repeat listening; the lyrics, 
senseless at first, drip with acerbic 
wit. It’s rare to find an “art rock” 
record that manages to be catchy, 
smart, silly, and sarcastic all at once. 
Carrion is the real deal. 


Worlds 
by KYN; self-released 


Worlds is a very appropriate title for 
this EP, the debut from Oakland-based 
duo KYN. It’s a 30-minute cinematic 
journey through five different sonic 
worlds. Each track is imbued with its 
own rich sense of place. Unlike most 
ambient music, which aims to evoke a 
certain mood or craft a vibe, Worlds is 
concerned with transporting its listen- 
ers to a different universe — and it’s 
very successful in that regard. 

The first thing you'll notice about 
Worlds is how remarkably polished its 
sound design is. This might be KYN’s 
first release, but you'd never know 
by listening to it — these two know 
their way around their machines. The 
EP opens with the searing drone and 
gentle tones of “Overflow,” clearly 
indebted to Vangelis’ Blade Runner 
soundtrack (that’s no complaint). 
“Night Sprints” and “Routine Burden” 
are percussive, drum-focused tracks, 
but are far from dance music. The re- 
cord ends with the delicate music box 
melody of “Relapse.” 

If I have one complaint about 
Worlds, it’s that it’s too cinematic. In 
a manner of speaking, it does its job 
too well. It sounds incomplete, al- 
most — the soundtrack to a film that 
doesn't exist. 

But that’s a minor qualm — it’s 
still a remarkable listen and a very 
impressive debut. I’m eager to hear 
what KYN comes up with next.

Though they don’t exactly sound like Kings of Leon — they have more of a 
Southern, retro sound — Canadian blues rock sextet The Sheepdogs owe a lot 
to that band. It was through playing Kings of Leon covers that lead singer and 
guitarist Ewan Currie, bassist Ryan Gullen, and drummer Sam Corbett honed 
their skills in college. And it was again Kings of Leon who helped the burgeon- 
ing band find its original guitarist, Lee Hanson, who was playing acoustic ver- 
sions of Kings’ first album at a party. In the 10 years since since their formation, 
The Sheepdogs have achieved quite a bit: In 2011, they became the first un- 
signed band to land the cover of Rolling Stone (they’ve since signed to Atlantic 
Records), and they’ve taken home a slew of trophies from Canadian award 
shows. The band, which has earned comparisons to Crosby, Stills, and Nash for 
their sonic harmonies and folkish melodies — and Led Zeppelin, thanks to 
their explosive guitar riffs — has also begun gaining popularity in the U.S. 
They’ve appeared on CBS This Morning, Late Night With Jimmy Fallon, and CSI: 
Crime Scene Investigation, and have played at major festivals like Bonnaroo and
